PROTECTION IN AMERICAN POL- 
ITICS. 

The protection of labor is one of the 
chief duties of a government, and seems to 
bo recognized as such by the mass of the 
American people during the present po- 
litical campaign. The republican party 
have made a protective policy, the basis 
of their platform and their candidate, Mr. 
Blaine, gave the subject most prominent 
attention in his letter of acceptance. Af- 
ter the signal defeat in congress of the 
Morrison bill for the reduction of tariff, it 
was expected that tlio democrats would bo 
politic enough to insert a protective plank 
in their platform, but this they refused to 
do, and the consequence is that a large 
number who favored protection have 
alienated themselves from tho main demo- 
cratic party, and under the name of the 
labor parly have nominated for president 
General liutler, a man who holds their 
views ill regard to the protection of labor. 
Tho protectionists are sure to win in the 
coming struggle III tho United States 
though not Gen. Butler, but the republi- 
can candidate, Blaine, will probably b« 
tho lucky man. The country has pros- 
pered so well under the protective taritl' 
that the majority of the people are in 
favor of continuing it. Laboring men 
know that free trade would introduce into 
tho country tho products of tho cheaper 
labor in other countries. The result of 
this would bo tho reduction of wages, and 
tho bringing down of laborers to tho level 
of laborers in the old countries. It is the 
ami of all high minded statesmen to pre- 
vent this. In Europe and Asia tho work- 
ing classes go mi from generation to 
generation with latlo or no improvement. 
The compensation for their labor is only 
sufficient for the necessities of life, and 
tliey have no moans of elevating them- 
selves. But ill tho United States and 
Canada wages have always been such that 
every working man, though perhaps not 
able to become rich, can, at best, enjoy 
many comforts and make provision for old 
age. Under a protective policy, keeping 
out the cheap products of foreign hinds, 
both Canada and he United States will 
be able to preserve this superior condi- 
tion of the working people. Tho protec- 
tion which was once afforded by distance 
has been done away with by tho increased 
facilities for transportation, and only a 
continuance of a wise protective tariff in 
both countries can inmire the future wel 
fare of the people. 



THE 



A UHWULTORA L INJUNC- 
TION. 



The injunction served nn the officers of 
the Agricultural Society and the city cor- 
poration, enjoining them against proceed- 
ing with the erection of tho exhibition 
buildings on Beacon Hill Park, has caused 
much and generally unfavorable comment. 
Hyde Park in London was not doomed 
too sacred for tho great world exhibitions 
to be held within its borders. The 
Chumps de Mars in Paris was devotod to 
the purposes of the Exposition Universal 
in 1807 without so much as a voice being 
raised against its use. Tho Fairmoutit 
Park in Philadelpnia was used for the 
American centennial exhibition in 1870. 
All these great parks were set apart for 
tho "use and recreation of the public for 
over," and it is diilioult to conceive a 
more useful and public object than an ex- 
hibition of the industrial products of a 
country. It has been reserved for a citi- 
zen of this fair town of Victoria to earn 
the unenviable distinction of ob- 
jecting to the devotion of a smull comer 
of Fieacon Hill Park for the purposes of 
an agricultural exhibition. This same 
citizen has for years past witnessed the 
sale of spirits within the confines of the 
same park; he has seen a portion of the 
park fenced in for a cricket ground, and 
lias known a foe to bo charged persona 
who might wish to view horse races 
from the grand stand, without a murmur. 
But the moment a useful and progressive 
institution like the Agricultural Socioty, 
with the consent of tho lawful custodians 
of tho park — the city councilors — 
selects a small tract in an obscure corner 
for the encouragement and advancement 
of the noble pursuit of agriculture, he 
flies to the courts and procures an in- 
junction. Well, we hope that the city 
council and the society will tight this liti- 
gious gentleman ill the courts, even if it 
should take the entire resources of both 
to establish their right. Custom and pre- 
cedent and we believe the law, too, lire 
with them, and they ought not tamely to 
submit to this unwarrantable and un- 
constitutional interference. 

TEE COMMISSION. 



The Chinese coin mission hold its last 
session on Thursday morning The evi- 
dence given orally before the commission 
was not altogether of a nature calculated 
to do much towards convincing the com- 
mission that Chinamen aro u curse to the 
country. However, a great, deal of in- 
formation was handed in to the commis- 
sion in writing, and probably in this the 
Chinese may not have secured so good a 
character. In his remarks to the deputa- 
tion at Nanaimo, Mr. Chupleau stated that 
he had obtained evidence to convince him 
that, there wore sufficient grounds for the 
grievance, and that he would advise a re- 
strictive measure to bo submitted to par 
lianient at its next session. The com- 
mission will hold sittings in Ottawa so 
that any who may desire to submit fur- 
ther evidence can forward it to them 
there. To doubt facts and figures were 
almost impossible to get hold of, for 
although every inhabitant knows person- 
ally of the detiimental effect the Chinese 
have always had on while labor, yet to 
put this knowledge in a statistical form 
would bo a hard matter. It is a matter 
ot a few months' time before the federal 
government will be in session, so there 
need be no impatience indulged in. It 
will then be decided whether the petition 
of almost every inhabitant in this pro- 
province shall be denied or granted; 
whether this far western link of the groat 
confederation shall be peopled with tho 
sturdy, go-ahead, enterprising Caucasian; 
or the mild-eyed, conservative, plodding 
Mongolian, who is but little benefit out- 
side of his own race so far as the general 
wealth and prosperity of the country is 
concerned. 

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 

The action of the Knights of Labor in 
appearing before tho commission on Fri- 
day was a complete reversal of tho Fabian 
policy which that body adopted at tho be- 
ginning of tho inquiry. Their resolve to 
stand aloof was vigorously denounced in 



these columns, where it was pointed out 
that the members laid themselves open to 
censure from a portion of the public. That 
censure did the order grave injustice, and 
wo felt that so soon as the niombors saw 
tho questionable position in whish they 
had been placed they would retrace 
their step3. This they have done; and in 
appearing before tho commission and 
pressing their objections to tho presonco 
of tho Chinese they have acted wisely. 
The evidence of tho chairman of 
the Knights' deputation will bo in 
valuable in assisting the commis- 
sion in framing their report; while the 
trenchant appeal of the president of the 
order — Mr. C. Booth — his formidable ar- 
ray of facts and his admirable indictment 
of tho slave-system and vices inherent to 
the Chineso must have opened the com- 
missioners' eyes. Tho commission will 
carry to Ottawa a groat mass of valuablo 
information supplied from the local gov- 
ernment, tho police, tho Knights of Labor, 
privato individuals and from personal ob- 
servation. Upon this information they 
will bo enabled to submit a report upon 
which will be founded a restrictive mea- 
sure. The action of the Knights, although 
tardy, is none tho less commendable. It 
would have been well had they attended 
tho public meeting at tho city hall 
in force and controled its voice 
in tho interest of common souse and good 
judgment, 

THE "HARD TIMES." 

Our young contemporary of tho Times 
insinuates that 'I'm: Colonist is anxious 
to destroy it. Tho insinuation is the 
acme of ingratitude. No paper ever ap- 
peared that was better received by its con- 
temporaries. It has had a fair Mold and a 
great deal of favor from the start. The 
criticisms it has received from this jour- 
nal have been drawn out by its own mis- 
takes. The Colonist does not wish tho 
Times dead; but it wants it to act with 
some regard to the decencies and pro- 
prieties of journalism. Although young 
in point of age it is already grizzly in sin. 
Its endeavor to revive tho Fight Canada 
policy is in kooping with its effort to plant 
on this neutral ground the party shib- 
boleths of tho east; and its attack on the 
city of Victoria equals its blackguardly as- 
saults on the local government. Tho 
Tunes, for aught that we care, may live a 
thousand years; but it sliull not misrepre- 
sent and misquote or do mischief without 
having (metaphorically Bpeaking) its head 
punched. Its course in endeavoring to 
create a feeling of hostility in British Co- 
lumbia towards Canada is villainous and 
will surely result in serious injury to if it 
dona not ruin the paper that promulgates 
such stud. 



Lome Creek. 

To tub Editor: — The reports appear- 
ing from time to time in the Victoria 
newspapers with regard to tho new gold 
creek on the Skeona river are calculated 
to mislead and deceive those "to whom 
the yellow fever still adheres with una- 
bated force." The creek in question un- 
doubtedly contains gold more are less (1 
have myself handled a considerable 
amount of it); but the ravine is little bet- 
tor than a very narrow canyon, the base 
of which is in many parts inaccessible. 
The wators render working impracticable 
during nine months of the year. That 
position of tho creek in which the gold 
lies is very limited, and the whole of it 
already taken up. Two old forty-niners 
are here who havo worked on tho creek, 
and whoso report is a corroborative of the 
above. Parties are coming here by every 
steamer, induced to come by the reports 
in circulation, and for whom I feel cer- 
tain there is nothing but bitter disappoint- 
ment in store.

Nkw Youk, Aug. 21.— Truth's latest 
sensation is tho following: This morning 
intense excitement prevailed at Jersey 
City, over the report that a number of 
cases of leprosy have been discovered in 
that city. It is claimed there ia no longer 
doubt that a number of lepers could bo 
found among Celestial laundrynieu. The 
county physician, when asked about it, 
said: "We aro fully alive to the. import- 
ance of tho charges made, but can take 
no action until some specific complaint is 
formulated. It is a serious matter." 

Dr. H. H. Call ill was seen. Ho said: 
"These Chinese generally live in base- 
ments, with dark cellars in tho rear, 
whore no white man is ever allowed to go. 
No one can tell how much disease is lurk- 
ing in them. I am personally cognizant 
of a number of cases which 1 think are 
leprosy in tho earliest stages. The disease 
is primarily caused by vice and filth, and 
the Chinese are addicted to both. I have 
no doubt that there are many cases con 
cealed in these caverns, right in the very 
heart of .Jersey City and Hoboken. In 
San Francisco they aro quarantined, and 
we will soon bo obliged to do it hero."

An Interesting Interview, 

Yesterday, noon, Hon. Sir. Chapleau, 
secretary of state of the Dominion, re- 
ceived tho following members of tho 13. 0. 
Board of Trade iu tho library of the 
legislative assembly building. R. P. 
Bithet, president; M. T. Johnston, vico- 
preaident; E. Crow Baker, M. P., secre- 
tary; R. Dunsmuir, M. Pi 1'., Nuah 
Shakespeare, M. P., Robert Ward, E. C. 
Prior, J. D. Warren, J. H. Turner, D. W. 
Higgins, F. S. Barnard, 0. Strouss,.!. H. 
Todd, A. B. Gray, Joshua Davies, U. F. 
Ueisterman, W. F. Wood. Mr. Justice 
Cray, Hon. Mr. Smiths, Hon. Mr. Rob 
son and Mr. Joseph Boscowitz were 
present by invitation. 

Mr. Rithet, president, after expressing 
tho great satisfaction which tho board, in 
common with tho public generally, viewed 
the presence of a member of the Do- 
minion oabinot, said that tho board de- 
sired to bring to tho notico of Mr. Chap- 
leau certain federal matters, tho working 
of which was not altogether satisfactory. 
Ho referred at first to tho importance of 
removing the obstructions from Victoria 
harbor and the necessity of continuous 
dredging iu the harbor. 

Mr. Turner said that the removal of 
tho obstructions was deemed of such vast 
importance that some had expressed a 
willingness to submit to additional ton- 
nage dues on vessels entering and leaving 
tho liarb.ir to moot the expense. 

Mr. Rithet hoped that .Mr. Chapleau 
would not accept that suggestion as coin- 
ing from the board. 

Hon. Mr. Chapleau said that these were 
matters which did no: belong to his de- 
partment; but tho board might rest satis 
lied with tho assurance that ho would lay 
the subjects before his colleagues, and, 
he had no doubt, they would bo acted | 
upon. Mr. Chapleau then addressed the J 
deputation, lie said Ilia visit had afforded 
linn great pleasure, lie had thoroughly 
enjoyed tho fine climate and tho grand 
scenery of the country and the guni-roua 
hospitality of the inhabitants. Every 
year in future a cabinet minister would 
visit British Columbia; and if a resident 
minister was not selected from the pro 
viiieial representative it might happen 
that one of tho visiting ministers would 
become so unchanted with tho climate and 
the boundless resources of the country as 
to reside within its borders permanently. 
(Hear, hoar.) Sir Hector Langevin al- 
ways referred to British Columbia and 
his visit in enthusiastic terms. Tho gov- 
ernment, ho assurud his hearers, were 
anxious to do all in their power to ad- 
vance tho intorssts of tho province, and 
ho was glad to find tho people so generally 
happy and coiitoiited. Ho Would lake 
pleasure iu laying the recommendations 
of the board before his colleagues and in 
urging their adoption wherever practica- 
ble. (Hear.) 

Mr. Chapleau having set down amid 
much applause, 

Mr. Rithet referred, next in order, tu 
tho delay in laying the sec -nd telegraphic 
cable across thu straits. The cable was 
landed last March, and had since been 
stored here. 

Mr. Baker, M. P., said there was an 
objection on the part of the United States 
government to allowing tho cable to bo 
landed on American soil. Ho also re - 
ferred to Mr. Cisborue, superintendent of 
telegraphs, us being more theoretical than 
practical . 

Mr. Rithet said that the Canadian gov- 
ernment had first declined to allow an 
American company to laud a cable on 
Vancouver Island. 

Mr. Chapleau said that ho recognized 
the importance of a second cable iu case \ 
the present cable failed, and promised to 
have the matter looked into. 

The fourth matter referred to postal ar- 
rangements, such an extension of time fur 
closing tho daily mail to ton p.m.; letter 
carriers in tho city of Victoria; Cassiar j 
and Northwest Coast mails, and a monthly 
mail to tho West coast of Vancouver Is- l 
laud, and tho necessity of higher grade 1 
clerks in the Victoria postoftice. These i 
points were urged with considerable force 
and ability by the deputation. 

Mr. Chapleau, in reply, referred to the 
groat charge on the revenue of the postal ! 
department and to the heavy financial re- 
sponsibility of the postmaster-general. 
He had no doubt there was room for nn 
provomont, and although tho points ad- 
vanced by the board did not dune within 
his department ho would see that they 
reached tho proper quarter. 

Mr. Rithet und Capt. Warren dwelt on 
the importance of fostering tho west coast 
settlements by providing regular mail 
communication botweeu Victoria and 
Alborni. 

With respect to quarantine (which was 
ono of tho subjects that had beun pro- 
pared for presentation tu Mr. Chapleau, 

Mr. Shakespeare said that Mr. Trutch 
had that morning informed him that the 
successful tenderer for erecting quaran- 
tine buildingB at Albert Head had just 
signed the contract, and tho work would 
proceed immediately. 

Immigration was next discussed. 

Mr. Chapleau said that the Dominion 
government had given prominence to 
British Columbia iu thuir hand- 
book and wero preparing a scheme 
to make the department of immigration 
still more effective. 

Mr. Baker referred to the assisted im 
migration scheme of tho Dominion gov- 
ernment. 

Hon. Mr. Robson spoke of tho steps 
adopted by the provincial government to 
bring ihe province into notico abroad and 
the success which had attended their ef 
forts to attract the right kind of immi- 
gration and said that advertising tho 
country had been found of more avail 
than assisting immigrants. 

Mr. Chapleau said that the experience 
of tho Ottawa government had buen aim i— I 
lar to that of British Columbia. 

i\Jr. A. B. Gray thought that the coun- 
try had been too oxtonsively advertised 
and that too many men of the laboring i 
class had come into it. What were wanted ' 
wore men with more or less capital to 
take up land and work it. 

Hon. Mr, Robson replied that if Mr, 
Gray would read thu provincial hand- 
book he would know that the government 
had expressed almost precisely tho views 
that e had enunciated. 

Mr. Chaploau promised that overy ef- 
fort would be mado to confine the immi- 
gratiotfto suitable persons. 

"Completion of graving dock as quickly 
as possible." 

Mr. Chapleau said that since personally 
inspecting tho site and inquiring into 
the commerce of the province he 
must oxpress his extreme regret 
that this most important and necessary 
work was not already in course of comple- 
tion. The Dominion government, however, 
had felt it their duty to move with the 
utmost deliberation in this matter, and hav- 
ing at last advertised for tenders, the board 
might rely upon an early commencement. 
(Hear). 

"SHIPPING AND NAVIGATION LAWS RK 
TUGS, ETC." 

Mr. Rithet drew attention to tho want of 



proper protection tot British tugs in these 
waters. 

Mr. Boscowitz referred to the practice of 
American tugs in towing vessels that had 
left this port for another Britsh port and 
wero picked up in the straits and towed to 
Nanaimo or elsewhere. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said that iu two months 
American tugs earned $0,000, which by 
right belonged to provincial tugs. 

Mr. Baker said the navigation laws of the 
Dominion were defective in so far as they 
failed to protect British tugs from unfair 
competition. 

Mr. Rithet was of opinion that there was 
but one remedy for tho evil — to make Vic- 
toria the only port of entry in the province. 

Mr. Chapleau said thu evil was undoubt- 
edly great, and the grievance would be car- 
ried before the minister of marine. 

With regard to legislation for insolvency, 
Mr. Chapleau said that if the Quebec sys- 
tem could be introduced hero it would meet 
overy requirement. 

The board of trado further recommended 
that the foreshore on James Bay be passed 
ovor to the city council for tho use of tho 
city of Victoria. 

After the interchange of a few further re- 
marks the board took their leave of Mr. 
Chapleau

"Well, I faucy somo of the stampers 
at the postollico would feel obliged to 
you if you would recommend foolish 
young peoplo who are anxious to ap- • 
pear eccentric, not to put their stamps 
in any corner but the upper right-hand 
one.

Ono of the Gettysburg Stories. 



While in Gettysburg last week I had 
an interview with Mrs. Peter Thorn, 
who was at Gettysburg at tho time of 
tho battle there, and was told by her 
the following, which I think lias never 
yet been printed. Tho story has been 
corroborated by a number of people of 
that place, and I have every reason to 
believe it to be true. Mrs. Thorn lived 
in the house at the entrance of tho 
Borough cemetery. Tho house was used 
as headquarters by Gen. O. O. Howard. 
Mrs. Thorn's husband was away from 
homo at that time (serving in the One 
Hundred and Forty-eighth Regiment of 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, and stationed 
in Virginia), leaving her with two 
quito young children. During the first 
day of the light General Howard want- 
ed some one to show him and tell him 
about the different roads leading from 
Gettysburg, and asked a number of the 
men and boys who were in the cellar 
of the house to go with him and point 
thorn out. But these persons were all 
fearful, and refused to go. Then Mrs. 
Thorn showed her courage and patriot- 
ism by voluntarily offering to show the 
roads. This oiler was at first refused 
by General Howard, who said ho did 
not wish a woman to do what men had 
not tho courage to do. Mrs. Thorn 
persisted in hor offer, saying: "Some- 
body must show you, and 1 can do it. 
1 was born and brought up around here 
and now the roads as well as anybody." 
Her offer was accepted, and, with the 
Generai and his horse between her and 
the lire of tho enemy, Mrs. Thorn went 
from one place to another pointing out 
tho different roads. When passing 
along the line of troops tho General 
was greeted with: "Why do you take 
a woman for a guide? This is no place 
for hor." "I know it," said the officer, 
•'but I could not get a man to como; 
thoy wore all afraid." This answer to 
them started cheers for Mrs. Thorn, 
which lasted several minutes, and 
showed that our soldiers admired tho 
courage shown at such a time. — Letter 
to the Waterbury (CI.) American.
